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HEAD OFFICE: The Head Office of the Saskatchewan Tourist Bur- 
eatt is located in the office of The Bureau of Publications, Room 275, 
Legislative. Building, Regina, Sask., to which all written communications 
relating to tourist matters should be addressed. Do not write to any 
of the branch information offices of the Bureau as these are established 
for registration and the giving of verbal information only. 

Head Office in charge of the Commissioner, S. J. Latta, is responsible 
for the general office business of the Bureau—finance, records, advertising, 
compiling, publishing and distributing publicity material, ete. 

TOURIST ROUTING: Head office, in addition to the distribution of 
literature, is prepared to supply, free of charge, marked maps, booklets, 
mileage charts and other information of any trip desired by the tourist, 
to or. from any point in Saskatchewan from or to any point in Canada 
or the United States, Such routing will be mailed upon request only. 
When making a request for a routing, it is necessary that the following 
information be included: (1) name, (2) address, (3) starting point, 
(4) destination, (5) approximately the time when it is proposed to com- 
mence the journey, (6) the places, if any, through which the tourist 
desires to travel, and (7) the tourist’s wishes for the return journey. 

These routings are prepared by I. J. Longpre, director, who is in 
charge of the field work and information offices of the Tourist Bureau. 
By long experience, Mr, Longpre has gained a remarkably comprehensive 
knowledge of tourist routes, highways, road conditions and tourist at- 
tractions in Canada and the United States, thus ensuring the tourist 
excellent service in planning a pleasant and profitable holiday trip. 


INFORMATION OFFICES: To render the best service possible to 
tourists who visit Saskatchewan, a number of Branch Information Offices 
have been established at strategic points throughout the Province. These 
offices are for the purpose of registration and providing the tourist with 
verbal information only. Tourists who may be in doubt about anything 
relating to highways, road conditions, or any one of the many matters 
that may be confusing, while touring the province, are invited to visit 
any one of these offices.

PROVINCIAL PARKS 


HE GOVERNMENT OF SASKATCHEWAN 
has set aside large tracts of suitable land as 
permanent park reserves for the present and 
future use and enjoyment of the residents 
of the province and visiting tourists. 

There are seven of these provincial parks 
well distributed over the southern half of the 
province and each has been chosen for its 
scenic appeal and recreational facilities. 


1. GOOD SPIRIT LAKE: West of high- 
way No. 9 between the city of Yorkton and 
Canora. ° : 

This park extends along the west shore 
of Good Spirit Lake, a fresh water body of 


= 17 square miles with beautiful sandy beaches. 
Here there are excellent camp and picnic grounds with camp kitchen and 
bathing house. The waters of the lake are well stocked with pickerel, 
pike, and perch. 





2. GREEN WATER LAKE: North of Kelvington and. 


south of Chelan on the Canadian National Railway. 

Green Water Lake adjoins Marean Lake amid mixed stands of spruce 
and poplar. Most of it is virgin forest whose natural beauty and wild 
life have remained undisturbed for centuries. Fishing is exceptionally 
good. The sandy beaches and clear sparkling water provide ideal con- 
ditions for bathing, boating, and other recreation. Wild fowl is abun- 
dant and deer, moose, bear and smaller fur-bearing animals inhabit the 
adjoining woods. 


3. LITTLE MANITOU LAKE: 


Watrous. 

Little Manitou Lake and summer resort may be reached over a. good 
gravel road from the Town of Watrous, It is often designated ‘The 
Carlsbad of Canada.” The curative value of its water was known before 
the advent of the white man to the prairies. ‘he park lies on the south 
side of the lake where a beautiful chateau built from field stone has been 
erected together with a number of cabins. Here there is excellent sleep- 
ing accommodation, a spacious rotunda with great open fireplace, run- 
ning water and electric light. ‘Phe village, built along the beach, pro- 
vides ample accommodation for visitors—post office, telephorie, messenger 
service, delivery of ice, milk, water, vegetables, etc., a dance ; hall, 
swimming pools with heated mineral water, baseball diamond, private 
bathing houses and other facilities. 


4, CYPRESS HILLS: In the southwest, south of the 


Town of Maple Creek on the Canadian Pacific Railway. 
Here there is a modest bungalow and log cabins. The auto camp is 
equipped with camp kitchens and running spring water. ‘The main lodge 
has sixteen attractive and meticulously clean bedrooms up to date in 
every respect. There are a number of individual cabins, golf course and 
tennis courts. Wild life is plentiful in the forest and game preserve. 


5. MOOSE MOUNTAIN: On Lake Kenosee, north of 
the town of Carlyle situated at the junction of the Canadian 


National and Canadian Pacific Railways. 

This summer resort extends for six miles around Lake Kenosee. There 
are excellent facilities for fishing—pike, pickerel and perch. ‘The hand- 
some stone-faced chalet on the north shore of the lake is built in the 
Elizabethan style where provision is made for the accommodation of a 
limited number of guests. Near the chalet are a number of individual 
stimmer cottages. he tourist may enjoy boating, swimming, dancing, 
hiking, berry picking, tennis and golf. 


6. DUCK MOUNTAIN: On. Madge Lake close to the 


town of Kamsack on the Canadian National Railway. 

The forest cover of this park consists of a mixed stand of spruce, 
poplar and white birch, Madge Lake, one of the most beautiful in the 
province has a shore-line of 47 miles. This densely wooded shore-line 
and sandy beaches provide ‘splendid camp sites. It is a quiet family 
resort, not spoiled by over development and is becoming more popular 
every year. Wild life of all kinds is plentiful and the lake is well 
stocked with fish. 


7. KATEPWE: In the Qu’Appelle Valley, north of 
Qu’Appelle on the main line of the Canadian Pacific*Railway, 


close to Lebret on the Canadian National Railway 

Katepwe Provincial Park is in the midst of the lakes of the Qu’Appelle 
Valley. It is an ideal place for picnics and group meetings. Camp 
kitchens, sanitary arrangements and bath houses are provided. The 
sandy beach is clear of weeds and its gently shelving bottom makes it 
one of the safest beaches on the lake. Golf, bathing, boating and fish- 
ing are its principal attractions. :

Prince Albert National Park 


This wonderful National Playground of 1,869 
square miles may be reached easily over a beau- 
tiful winding, all-weather highway from Sask- 
atchewan’s most northerly City of Prince Al- 
bert.
